not only keep the weeds out, but to 
kill them.

Weeds absorb the life of the soil. 
They grow fast, and if allowed to get 
a start are hard to fight with any 
degree of success.

Every cottage owner or occupant 
takes pride in his garden until he sees 
that It "has been taken by the weeds." 
Then he loses Interest and feels that 
It is not worth while.

RICH, SANDY LOAM FOR BEETS
Seed Should Be Sown About Time Las'

Frosts Are Due; Ready for
Use in Few Weeks.

Garden beets may be grown in any 
good soil, but thrive best on rich 
.sandy lomn. The seed can be sown 
about the time the last frosts are due 
and the young beets will be ready foi 
use In 4 to 6 weeks.

Later plantings will give a succes­ 
sion and provide beets for winter 
storage. The seed should be sown In 
a drill with about 8 or 10 seed balls 
to the foot. It should be borne in 
mind thnt each seed ball contains fron,

pull them out as fast as they appear. 
By weeding the garden and posy bed 
every few days, there will be no trou­ 
ble from the obnoxious pest.

SUNFLOWERS

Sunflowers are of easy culture. The 
seed should be planted lu the open 
garden in spring ut about the time 
that corn and beans are planted, or 
about a week after the average last 
frost

SHRUBS YOU WILL LIKE

Home builders who are plan­ 
ning to plant shrubbery on their 
lawns will nud it worth while to 
make a study of shrubs. Set out 
shrubs that you will uot tire of 
lu a few years. It pays to take 
your time iu -electing. To select 
plants Intelligently u careful 
study should be made of the 
lawu, soil, position of buildings, 
walks, drives, bodies of water, 
the surrounding area, and udju- 
cem buildings. Evergreen* will 
nut thrive Iu smoke zones of 
cities or near factories.

Young Beets Make Good Green*.

1 to 6 seeds, and that the beets will 
require considerable thinning. The 
young beets that are pulled out In 
thinning may be used as greens during 
the early spring. Where the beets are 
to be given hand cultivation entirely, 
the rows may be placed us closely as 
12 to 14 Inches apart and the plant* 
should be thinned to 2 to 3 Inches lu 
the row.
